to his Majefty, That notwithftanaing the Methods then- 

wofore ufed to appeafe the Infurrettion in the Ifland of 

Corfica, the Rebels there were ttill fo rath as to conti- 

nue in their Obflinacy, and that they could not have 

fubfilled fo long im their Revolt, in cafe Ships of diffe- 
rent Nations had not carried Arms and Warlike Provi- 
jions to them, contrary to the Intention of their Sove- 
reings ; that, to prevent fo great a Milchief, the {aid 
moit Serene Republick had thought proper to fend 
Gallies, and other armed Veflels, with pofitive Orders 
not to fuffer any Ships to approach any Place in the faid
